“Belgium- Congo  Money  . . . this  long  catalogue  may  end  with  the  CAKES  OP 
RED  POWDER  which  represented  MONEY  in  the  Belgium-Congo.  Dapper,  in 
his  Description  de  l’Afrique  (1686,  Page  367)  speaks  of  red  pieces  of  wood  about 
a foot  long  taking  the  place  of  money  in  the  West.  This  refers  to  the  cakes  of 
TUKULA(Nkulu,  ngula,  which  besides  being  in  daily  use,  are  popular  in 
present-giving(especially  at  funeral  ceremonies),  in  barter  and  as  money,  and 
are  traded  along  the  SANKURU -KASAI  in  the  South,  and  from  the  Upper 
Congo  to  it’s  mouth.  Various  redwood  trees  (especially  baphia  nitida  or  cam- 
wood grow  abundantly  in  the  Congo  forests,  but  are  not  found  everywhere. 

This  wood  of  a beautiful  deep-red  colour,  is  hard  and  heavy  which  discourages 
transportation,  but  when  it  is  rotten  it  is  easily  ground  with  a stone  and  water 
and  the  powder  is  made  into  cakes.  These  flat  cakes  stamped  with  patterns 
suggest  comparisons  with  brick  tea,  though  the  uses  are  diferent.  This  powder 
is  mixed  with  oil  and  spread  over  the  body,  it  is  used  for  stiffening  the  coif- 
fure, for  dyeing  cloth,  both  native  and  European  and  for  colouring  woodwork 
and  pots.  The  red  colour  appears  here,  as  elsewhere  to  have  special  virtue  and 
it  is  TUKULA  that  provides  much  of  that  general  reddish  tinge  so  character- 
istic of  West  Africa  material  culture.  The  TUKULA  cakes  from  the  BUSHONGO 
between  the  SANKURU  and  the  KASAI,  illustrated  (Fig.  10)  is  fresh  and  red 
but  after  much  handling  the  cakes  become  black  and  shiny,  and  scarcely 
recognizable.

Glass  Coins 


Glass  coins — The  Nummi  Vitrae,  or  Monnaies  de  Verre  originated  under  the 
Roman  Emperors  in  Egypt,  continued  through  the  Byzantine  period,  and  were 
then  adopted  by  the  Arab  invaders.  Those  resembling  Arabic  coins  in  size, 
weight,  and  inscriptions  are  nothing  else  but  standard  weights  issued  mainly 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  accuracy  of  current  coins.  They  were  issued  by 
the  governors  under  the  Amawee  and  Abbasee  Khaleefehs,  but  were  commonest 
under  the  Fatimide  rulers  and  lasted  until  the  Turkins  conquest.

lyal  tribe  is  in  the  north-eastern  mountainous  part.  The  Tyal  is  a fierce  head- 
hunting- tribe  which  was  subjugated  by  the  Japanese  army  about  1000  A.  D.  Most 
of  these  jackets  seem  to  have  been  brought  back  to  Japan  while  Japan  ruled 
Formosa  for  about  50  years.  They  are  now  very  rare,  hardly  available  at  any 
curio  stores.  Generally  owned  by  some  ethnologists.  It  has  2,600  strings  of 
beads,  each  string  having  about  20  to  23  beads.  The  total  number  of  beads  would 
amount  to  about  36,000.  These  beads  were  all  hand  made  by  a native  who  pol- 
ished into  round  shape  on  whet  (as  copied)  stone  putting  the  small  fragments  of 
holed  shells  on  a tense  bow  string.  The  cloth  material  on  which  this  enormous 
number  of  beads  are  sewn  is  also  native’s  home  spun,  dyed  in  beautiful  scarlet 
striped  in  white  limes.  One  jacket  is  an  accumulation  of  labor  by  which  fine 
cattle  and  several  wives  can  be  bought. 

1 know  of  a very  smart  coin  dealer  on  the  Ginza  (the  Fifth  Avenue  of  Tokyo) 
who  made  a big  profit  by  splitting  this  kind  of  jacket  into  many  hundreds  of 
fragments  and  selling  each  piece  at  several  dollars!  I am  quite  sure  the  whole 
jacket  is  a very  nice  ethnological  and  numismatic  specimen  and  difficult  to  ob- 
tain. We  find  sometimes  a square  cloth  fragment  with  similar  bead-strings.  The 
technical  name  of  the  jacket  is  SHU  I SHU-KUN  (JEWELED  SCARLET 
ROBE). 

It  s difficult  to  express  a value  but  as  this  is  worth  many  wives,  you  can  judge 
the  price  yourselves”.

HISTORY  OF  THE  MIKURIYA  COMMEMORATIVE  TEMPLE  TREE 
MONEY  OF  THE  1600  AD  PERIOD. 

Made  at  the  MIKURIYA  SHRINE  about  350  years  ago  in  what  is  now  the 
MIYE  PREFECTURE  of  Japan,  located  along  the  route  to  Japan’s  first  and 
foremost  national  shrine,  The  ISE  KODAI  JINGU. 

This  tree  commemorates  the  opening  of  the  shrine’s  ovens  in  reverence  to  the 
God  of  Cookery  who  is  the  subject  God  of  this  shrine. 

Japanese  commemorative  trees  are  usually  cast  upon  the  construction  of  build- 
ings such  as  this  and  were  distributed  to  high  officials  connected  with  it. 

These  trees  are  very  rare  as  only  a small  number  were  cast  and  usually  remain 
in  the  family  who  received  them  and  are  handed  down  from  generation  to 
generation  and  seldom  offered  on  the  market.

Entire  district  engages  in  chronic  warfare, 
are  wild,  lawless  brigands  who  have  always  oppressed  the  Armenians  in  Diar- 
bekir,  Erzerum,  Can,;  Jacobites  and  Syrians  in  Jebel;  Nestorians  and  Chaldeans 
in  Hakpari.  Since  they  have  no  definite  place  of  abode  most  of  the  mountain 
tribes  carry  their  entire  possession  with  them  and  are  constantly  on  the  move. 

There  wealth  consists  of  gold  coins  fastened  in  long  chains  and  bracelets  of  sil- 
ver which  are  worn  on  all  parts  of  the  body.  They  are  fierce  fighters  and  won- 
derful horsemen.  Most  of  their  weapons,  coins  and  money  bracelets  are  cen- 
turies old  and  are  handed  down  from  one  generation  to  another.

Still  more  complicated  is  the  purchase  or  the  gift,  however  one 
chooses  to  term  it,  of  the  “copper.”  All  along  the  North  Pacific  Coast, 
from  Yakutat  to  Comox,  curiously  shaped  copper  plates  are  in  use,  which 
in  olden  times  were  made  of  native  copper,  which  is  found  in  Alaska  and 
probably  also  on  Nass  River,  but  which  nowadays  are  worked  out  of 
imported  copper.  The  typical  shape  of  these  copper  plates  may  be  seen 
in  Museum  Report.  The  T-shaped  part  (qa’la’s),  which  forms  two 
ridges,  is  hammered.  The  top  is  called  “the  face”  (o’cuxLEme),  the  lower 
part  the  hind  end  (o’nulsExste).  The  front  of  the  copper  is  covered  with 
black  lead,  in  which  a face,  representing  the  crest  animal  of  the  owner,  is 
graven.  These  coppers  have  the  same  function  which  bank  notes  of  high 
denominations  have  with  us.  The  actual  value  of  the  piece  of  copper  is 
small,  but  it  is  made  to  represent  a large  number  of  blankets  and  can 
always  be  sold  for  blankets.  The  value  is  not  arbitrarily  set,  but  depends 
upon  the  amount  of  property  given  away  in  the  festival  at  which  the 
copper  is  sold.  On  the  whole,  the  oftener  a copper  is  sold  the  higher  its 
value,  as  every  new  buyer  tries  to  invest  more  blankets  in  it.  Therefore 
the  purchase  of  a copper  also  brings  distinction,  because  it  proves  that 
the  buyer  is  able  to  bring  together  a vast  amount  of  property. 

Each  copper  has  a name  of  its  own,  and  from  the  following  list  of 
coppers,  which  were  in  Fort  Rupert  in  1893,  the  values  attached  to  some 
of  them  may  be  seen: 

Ma’xts’olEm  (all  other  coppers  are  ashamed  to  look  at  it),  7.500  blankets. 
L’a’xolamas  (steel-hand  salmon,  i.e.,  it  glides  out  of  one’s  hands  like  a 
salmon),  6,000  blankets. 

Lo’peLila  (making  the  house  empty  of  blankets),  5,000  blankets. 

DE’nt’alayo  (about  whose  possession  all  are  quarreling). 

Man’ak’a  (sea  lion). 

Qau’lo’ma  (beaver  face). 

Le’ita  (looking  below;  namely,  in  order  to  find  blankets  with  which  to  buy 
it). 

Nu’se  (moon;  its  engraving  represents  the  half  moon,  in  which  a man  is 
sitting). 

Ga'waqa  (a  spirit.  He’iltsuq  dialect,  corresponding  to  Kwakiutl  Ts’o’noqoa). 
NE’lqEmala  (day  face). 

NE’nqEmala  (bear  face). 

K’a’na  (crow;  He’iltsuq  dialect). 

Qoayi’m  (whale).

Conjec- 
tures include  rainmaking  and  fertility  rites  (frog).  In  settlement  of  quarrels  and 
redemption  of  captives,  the  indemnification  always  takes  the  shape  of  kyee-zee 
or  more,  just  as  in  more  civilized  countries  concession  of  territory  and  perhaps 
some  men-of-war  is  inisted  upon.
